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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. - 

2. Claims 1 - 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being disclosed by Home 
et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,515,377) (Adaptive Video Encoder for Two-Layer Encoding of 
Video Signals on ATM Networks). 

2.1 Regarding claim 1 , Home discloses an apparatus for dynamically controlling the 
delivery of data over a network, the apparatus comprising: 

a network interface circuit with at least one communication port adapted to be 
coupled to a network (Fig. 1 ; Abstract); 

an encoder, communicatively coupled to the network interface circuit, the 
encoder adapted to receive data from a source and to encode the data with a selectable 
level of compression (Fig. 1 ; Abstract); 

wherein the network interface circuit includes a control mechanism that provides 
a signal to select the level of compression for the encoder based on at least one 
parameter (Fig. 1; Abstract; col. 2, lines 29 - 54). 
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2.2 Per claims 2-5, Home teaches the particulars involving the encoder adapted to 
receive data from at least one of a video source, and an audio source (col. 2, line 29); 
the network interface circuit is adapted to receive at least one of high-speed data and 
telephony data (col. 2, lines 29 - 38); an encoder that is adapted to receive input from a 
plurality of data sources (Fig. 1); the network interface circuit comprises an inverse 
multiplexer with a plurality of network ports, each network port adapted to be coupled to 
a selected communication link of the network (Fig. 1). 

2.3 Regarding claims 6-12, the rejection of claims 1 - 5 under 35 USC 102(b) 
(paragraphs 2.1 and 2.2 above) applies fully. 

2.4 Per claims 1 3 - 49, the rejection of claims 1-12 under 35 USC 1 02(b) 
(paragraphs 2.1 - 2.3 above) applies fully.
